(3) For all decedents dying on or after January 1, 2003,2

and before January 1, 2007, (a) for the estate of every resident3

decedent, the amount of such tax shall be the amount calculated4

in section 77-2101.03 reduced by the percentage which the gross5

value of the transferred property not situated in Nebraska bears6

to the gross value of the transferred property minus the amount of7

Nebraska inheritance taxes paid, and (b) for the estate of every8

nonresident decedent, the amount of such tax shall be the amount9

calculated in section 77-2101.03 multiplied by the percentage which10

the gross value of the transferred property situated in Nebraska11

bears to the gross value of the transferred property minus the12

amount of Nebraska inheritance taxes paid.13
